Q. — My wife and I have 
our stocks register e d in 
street name and we prefer 
it that way except for one 
thing. We don’t always re¬ 
ceive quarterly re p o r t s. 
What can we do?

When they do, there 
can be a time lag of sev¬ 
eral weeks when you receive 
the report compared with 
those who have certificates 
registered in the i r own 
names. 

Several corporations have 
taken steps to add street- 
name shareholders to their 
mailing lists. I have been 
seeing more and more an¬ 
nual reports have a return 
postcard included requesting 
those shareholders to send In 
their name and address. Cor¬ 
porations defenitely want to 


communicate with you. The 
result may be added expense 
to the corporation, but bet¬ 
ter informed investors. 

Q. — We own shares of a 
stock purchased on several 
different dates. The prices 
range from -58 to $43. Can 
we sell only the sigh priced 
shares? We would like to 
keep some of the stock. 

A. — You can specify to 
your broker which shares 
you wish to sell, either by 
certificate number or by date 
of purchase. If you sell the 
shares that cost the most, 
their cost can be used for tax 
purposes. 

The broker should indicate 
on. the transaction slip the 
shares being sold.

Speaking of politicians Lenin once said “if people don’t 
eat the lice, the lice will eat the people.” 

Major tax issues are being pushed through the legis¬ 
lature without the customary two hearings before ap¬ 
propriate committees, and in some cases with no hear¬ 
ings whatever. Thsi is a coverup comparable to Watergate. 

A proposal of historic significance — applying the so- 
called split-rate to school districts, community colleges 
and the county superintendent, was never heard in any 
committee of either house of the legislature. This pro¬ 
posal is extremely complex and will have a profound 
effect on school district finances, and taxpayers for de¬ 
cades to come. 

About ten major items are headed for joint confer¬ 
ence committees without ever being heard in any senate 
committee. There were no public hearings, or testimony 
in the Senate, on the following features of AB 999 (Brown, 

D) which is now SB 154 (Petris, D). 

1 _ Utility Users Tax — This is a major new tax 
available for general law cities and counties which could 
raise an estimated new taxes of $212 million. 

2 — Business license tax — This tax would be avail¬ 
able to counties and could raise $40 million In new taxes. 

3 _ Special Capital Gains Tax — This proposal would 
tax sales of non-owner-occupied, single family homes held 
for less than one year at a rate of 50 per cent of the gain. 

4 — $90 Million Income New Shift Through Restruc¬ 
turing Brackets — Maximum income tax brackets would 
be raised from 11 per cent to 15 per cent. This proposal 
also was not heard in the assembly policy committee. 

5 — Major Assessment Reforms — Constitutional 
Amendment accompanies AB 999 mandates the legislature 
to revise equalization of assessments. Rejected by the Sen¬ 
ate two years ago. 

6 — Miscellaneous New Local Taxes — Proposals for 
new taxes on amusements, parking, garbage collection 
toot discussed in the policy committee). 

7 — $30 million in new additional bank and corpora¬ 
tion revenues. No public hearings. 

These bills, and others in the legislature at this time
